FOREWORD 


THE ARTIST MUST NOT BE THE FORGOTTEN MAN 


N December of last year the government formally recognized 
art for the first time. The Public Works of Art Project, as a 
part of the National Recovery Program, stressed the idea that 
art and artists were basic necessities in American life. This proj- 
ect was part of the New Deal, and its vital importance as a 
gesture lay in the fact that it applied to the entire country. 

Cleveland, with foresight, has for fifteen years definitely faced 
its own problem, and through the Cleveland artists’ exhibition 
has built the artist and craftsman into the inner cultural life of 
the city. The Sixteenth Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleve- 
land Artists and Craftsmen, which opened on April 24, is evi- 
dence of the accumulated power of the local movement, and if 
the idea of the government to give the artists a new freedom 
throughout the country is not to fail, the public must accept the 
challenge and carry on. A part and parcel of the new philosophy 
is the fact that all must share and that the building up of a 
buying public immediately spreads the benefit through the 
entire mass of citizenry. The artist needs patrons as never before 
and needs the faith which comes from patronage. THE ARTIST 
MUST NOT BE THE FORGOTTEN MAN. 

The Museum believes whole-heartedly in Cleveland as a 
creative center. The art of the past leads directly to the art of 
today, and the never-ending stream passes inevitably to the 
future. To have a part in the building of that art consciousness 
is a privilege which is open to Clevelanders for the asking. 

During the fifteen years, sales have reached the remarkable 
total of $158,981.78, with the number of objects sold amounting 
to 2,387 individual pieces. Clubs have made purchases for their 
walls; the Museum has purchased many things for its perma- 
nent collection; private donors have made additions to the 
lending collections of the Museum so that these objects might 
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be circulated in public libraries, schools, the university, and 
hospitals. The city of Cleveland, through the Mary A. Warner 
Fund, has acquired a similar collection, which is also circulated 
by the Museum; and finally, private individuals have taken 
their part and by acquisition have given the artist the vital 
inspiration which, after all, is at the back of the basic law of 
supply and demand. WILLIAM M. MILLIKEN 


STATEMENT OF THE JURY 


The city of Cleveland is fortunate in having a fine group of 
artists and a most beautiful museum in which their work is 
exhibited. The intelligent, sympathetic direction of the Museum 
and the codperation of the people of Cleveland in supporting 
its artists make this desirable condition possible. 

The exhibition is of fine quality, and the standard is exceed- 
ingly high. The Jury reviewed each entry at least twice and 
some of them as many as five times; they tried to be as fair as 
was humanly possible. The Jury would like to make one sug- 
gestion: that the rule which states the same prize cannot be 
given to the same artist two years in succession be set aside, 
and that the honors be based on actual merit. 

This is the third time the Chairman of the Jury has served 
in the Cleveland exhibition; and each time he has found vital 
work of the highest standard.

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THE BULLETIN OF THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 
REVIEW OF THE EXHIBITION 


In a year when special emphasis has been placed upon American 
art through government recognition, it is gratifying that in the 
Sixteenth Annual Cleveland Exhibition the output of Cleveland 
artists is so unusually high. 

The largest class in OIL PAINTING, as always, is LANDSCAPE. 
The representative achievement is expressed by the Jury’s 
awards; the first prize went to Jack J. Greitzer’s “Landscape, 
Taormina,” a small but brilliant picture of full color and dewy 
freshness, unusually subtle in composition. The second prize, 
E. Bart Gerald’s ‘““Towers at Palermo,” is a clear-cut realization 
of unusual color in a stylized arrangement of landscape and 
buildings. The third prize in this class was given to Lloyd L. 
Westbrook’s ‘“‘Down to the River, No. 2”; distinctive in the 
qualities of its cool greens and sky grays, it is a transformation 
of nature in art. An honorable mention was awarded to Max 
Bachofen’s “Spring Sky” and to William C. Grauer’s “Field 
Workers.” 

The class, OIL PAINTING, PORTRAIT, was perhaps the least con- 
vincing of the oil groups. The Jury felt that they should indicate 
this by awarding but one prize, a first, to Wendall N. Gates’s 
“Clown Acrobat (Henry Savilla).” 

OIL PAINTING, FIGURE COMPOSITION, as well as the class of 
landscape, stood out because of its peculiar merit. The award 
given to Clarence H. Carter’s two oils, “Trapeze Artists” and 
“Clowns Making Up,” reflected the Jury’s suggestion, com- 
mented upon in their statement. The special award was so 
made, because under the existing rules this designation was the 
only possible means by which the Jury could express their belief 
in the unusual capability of these two pictures. They granted 
no first prize; second award went to Katherine McKee’s two 
pictures, “Figure Compositions, Nos. 1 and 2,” and a third to 
Paul B. Travis for his “Conscripts, 1918.” No review of this 
section could be complete without mention of the dynamic 
power of Henry G. Keller’s “Storm Frightened Animals,” en- 
tered as are all of his paintings, ““Not in Competition.” Mr. 
Keller through long years as teacher, creative artist, and friend, 
has been one of the basic influences to whom is due much of 
the development of present-day Cleveland art. 
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The class, OIL PAINTING, INDUSTRIAL CLEVELAND, was very 
small. The first award went to Katherine McKee for “Industrial 
Composition, No. 1,” a picture of vigorous composition and 
color, with an unusual feeling of movement. The second award 
was given to Jozef Juraj Klamar for “University Circle.” 

As in former years, the class of OIL PAINTING, STILL LIFE, was 
of very high level. Louise B. Maloney’s first prize, “Gerbera,” 
is a canvas showing a most sensitive rendition of flowers and 
vase against the opalescent grays of the background. Remark- 
able appreciation of subject is apparent in the second prize, 
Rolf Stoll’s “Tiger Lilies,” in which the color treatment is sub- 
dued and restrained and the arrangement, simple but significant 
for its unusual comprehension of values. No third prize was 
given, as the two canvases awarded honorable mention were 
considered to be of equal merit—E. Bart Gerald’s “Still Life,” 
and Walter DuBois Richards’s “Rural Hospitality.” 

In the class of MURAL AND DECORATIVE PAINTING, Louise 
Morris won first prize for a wall panel, “Laguna Fiesta,” a fine 
compositional arrangement well handled through a spacing of 
accents; Marion Bryson received a second prize for “Flowers,” 
and Nancy Adams, a third for “Musical Composition.” Viktor 
Schreckengost was given an honorable mention for “Light.” 
But one award was made in the class of pasTEL, an honorable 
mention to Fredric Geisler for “Back Ways.” 

Juries of the exhibition have been repeatedly impressed by 
the large and exceptionally fine class, WATER COLOR, by which 
Cleveland has now become recognized throughout the country. 
Again, outstanding results appear in this section. The choice of 
subject matter and the many methods of rendering give a 
notable variety to the entire group. The first prize was awarded 
to Frank N. Wilcox for a group of five: “Flint Ridge”; “Forks 
of the Muskingum”; “Mount Logan”; “The Muskingum 
Valley”; and “The Coal Country.” These stand unquestioned 
in the richness of their juicy color and in the sound quality of 
their poetic observation. The second award was given to 
Charles Campbell for “Roloc Ecin,” marked for its combina- 
tion of colors, for its original composition and graphic direct- 
ness. The third prize was given to Paul B. Travis’s “Water 
Hole, East Africa,” a picture luscious in its effect of color. There 
were nine honorable mentions for sixteen water colors, all of 
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such special quality that the Jury felt they were deserving of 
this individual praise. 

The graphic classes presented a variety of styles and methods 
surpassing those of a year ago. As with water color, the freedom 
of the graphic mediums is particularly in tune with the artistic 
temper of these times. The first prize in the class, ILLUSTRATION, 
ANY MEDIUM, was awarded to Charles Campbell’s “Illustration, 
No. 1,” a composition bold and striking in arrangement. The 
second prize was given to Joseph B. Egan’s “Work,” a humor- 
ous commentary illustrative of recent National Recovery 
activities. The third prize was given to Dean G. Coyle’s “Don 
Quixote, Knight Errant,” and honorable mention to Ben B. 
Berkowitz and Therese A. Schmotzer. In FREE-HAND DRAWING, 
ANY MEDIUM, first prize was given to William Sommer’s “Child,” 
a drawing of great simplicity, in which the elimination of every 
superfluous line gives a fine directness of statement. The second 
prize was given to Jessie Butler Sutton for a group of two: 
“Head of Young Man” and “The Young Exquisite.” Third 
prize fell to Rudolf Bundasz for “Drawings, No. 1,” and 
“Chanson” won honorable mention for Therese A. Schmotzer. 

ETCHING AND OTHER INTAGLIO PROCESSES as a whole was per- 
haps the least noteworthy of the graphic classes. Because of the 
rule already referred to, that the same prize cannot be given 
to the same person two years in succession, no first prize was 
awarded. Jean Grigor Ulen received second prize for “The 
Introvert.” The third was given to Kalman Kubinyi for his 
process plate called “Nude.’’ Meade A. Spencer received an 
honorable mention for “Hilltop Farm.” 

The class of LITHOGRAPHY merits special praise for both the 
technical quality of the entries and the ingenuity of the subjects 
treated. The first prize went to R. T. Limbach for a sinister 
but powerfully conceived piece, “Barbed Wire”; the second was 
awarded to Walter DuBois Richards for a group of three: 
“Deer Island Dock,” “Drying Racks,” and “Midnight,” studies 
in luminous contrasts of black and white. Stevan Dohanos re- 
ceived third prize for “Man of the Soil,” a dramatic presentation 
of the subject. Honorable mentions were awarded to Carl F. 
Binder and to Andrew C. Weierich, respectively. 

In RELIEF cuTS, perhaps the most versatile results of the 
entire graphic section were apparent. The fine use of the cut 
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block and the reserved handling of the difficult technique well 
merited the Jury’s award of first prize to W. Phelps Cunning- 
ham for three pieces: “Down by the Tracks,” “Tri-County 
Fair,” and “Willows.” A second prize went to Stevan Dohanos 
for a startlingly poignant colored woodcut, “Departure”; a 
third, to Norman R. Eppink for four illustrations of “Tobit.” 
Five honorable mentions were awarded, respectively, to Mina 
Billmyer, Lenor Betterley Bruehler, Mary P. Cunningham, 
Mary Louise King, and Walter DuBois Richards. 

HENRY S. FRANCIS 
The level of the scuLpTurE was unusually high. The two figures 
by Elsbeth Seaver were given first for their sensitive and fluid 
rendition of movement and their finely considered design. 
Walter A. Sinz was ineligible for second, but the quality of his 
two entries was such that no second was given and he received 
the third. Matthew De Marco, William M. McVey, and Edward 
E. Woldman each took an honorable mention. Nils Edwin 
Hanson won first prize for his two pieces of SCULPTURE IN WOOD. 

The porrery section has again reached a new standard, and 
the professional quality of the group as a whole has never been 
equaled before. The premier award was given to Viktor 
Schreckengost for his superb series of five plaques done for the 
Limoges China Company, and for four plates entered from a 
set of twelve made for the same company. The beautiful glazes 
and simple forms of Whitney Atchley’s entries won him a second 
award, while a third was taken by the crackled ‘“Pussy-Willow 
Bowl” by Alice A. Ayars. The excellence of the class demanded 
numerous honorable mentions, which were awarded to Harriet 
Roberts Howell for a group of four; to Harold W. Hunsicker 
for a yellow plaque; to Vera O. Neff for a beautifully glazed 
bowl; and to Raymond Schlehr for a single piece. 

CERAMIC SCULPTURE was equally distinguished as a class. The 
whimsical group of seven figures by Russell Barnett Aitken 
took the chief award. Full of humor, well modeled and designed, 
they have the additional element of finely considered glazes. 
The boldly conceived head by Bernice Zimmerman was given 
second, and the “Love Birds” by Nancy Adams, third. 

ENAMEL Crafts come also to a new fullness of quality, and a 
special prize was awarded for this reason to the group of seven 
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pieces by H. Edward Winter. They show fine design and a rare 
color sense. Kenneth F. Bates’s work also rose to new heights, 
and his splendid group of six pieces, with their various tech- 
niques so ably handled, won him first prize. 

In JEWELRY, the first went to a most decorative pendant and 
chain entered by three artists, Mildred Watkins, Jane Howell, 
and Dorothy Kirsop; second, to H. V. Schiefer; and third, to the 
boldly designed necklace by Elnora Weaver Baird. 

The METALWORK OTHER THAN SILVER AND IRON was also 
unusual and fine. The coffee set in pewter and formica by 
Hudson Brisbine Roysher well deserved its honors. Whitney 
Atchley’s chrome bowl and candlesticks took the second, while 
the brass candlesticks of Ralph Martin won the third place. 

SILVERWARE, too, took its place, and the set of salt cups, salt 
spoons, and peppers by Jane Carson Barron was unanimously 
given first prize; Dorothy Stieren Siebold received an honorable 
mention. 

The textile classes were weaker than usual, and the only 
award in this section went to Mina and John Billmyer for the 
fine block print, “Jungle.” A single award only was also made 
in BOOKBINDING, a first to John C. Brayton. 

PHOTOGRAPHY was up to its usual high level. “Cauliflower 
and Alcohol,” powerful as a character study, won first place for 
Geoffrey Landesman, who was followed in turn by John Goski 
and Zenas H. Brown; Mary E. Raymond won the sole mention. 
James Thomas’s “Gasoline Valley,” a vigorous and well-seen 
industrial subject won the first in PHOTOGRAPHY, LANDSCAPE 
AND MISCELLANEOUS. Albert Duval’s scene from the Century 
of Progress took second, and Marie Riggins’s magnificently 
chosen subject, a third; these were followed by honorable men- 
tions to Geoffrey Landesman, Donald S. Letts, and Henry M.
